PACETT1 SEIZES 


400 AIGRETTES 


NABS PLUME COLLECTION FROM 


WHISKEY TRADER WHO HAD 


BARTERED INDIANS OUT OF 


THEIR TREASURE. 


The seizure of egret plumes valued 


at 550,000, and the weird tale of how 
an unlawful dealer traded whiskey to 
the Indians in the Everglades in ex- 
change fot these aigrettes has been 
revealed by B. J. Paeetti of Ponce 
Pail, United States game warden and 
inspector of fedeial reserves, follow- 
ing his return fiom Miamai, where 
the unique seizure was ma le 


Beit Lasher, who is alleged to have 


traded whiskey to the fndia 
in re- 


turn for the expensive plun e-j \ as 
arrested in connection with the ca e, 
Mr. Paeetti said, and ha 
been re 


eased under a $2,000 bond for hi 
appearance in federal court to be 
held in Miami next May. 


The egret is one of Florida's most 


cherished birds, and is perpetually 
protected by law. Their plumes are 
not allowed to be sold in this coun 
ry, nor to be worn or displayed on 
the American continent. Mr. Paeetti 
surmised, however, that the unlaw 
ful dealer contemplated 'smuggling 
hem out of this country to be dis- 


Tip from Byrd 


Mr. Paeetti received a "tip" that 


some East Coast poacher was en- 
raging in the shooting and trapping 
of egrets from Dr. Siram Byrd, of 
Bradentown, president of the Florida 
Audubon 
society, an 
organization 


vhich serves as a clearing house of 
nformation in regard to reception 
and treatment 
accorded 
feathered 


travelers on their fall arrival in Flor- 
da. 


Immediately upon receipt of this 


den headed south and sought out the 
home of Lasher, armed with a search 
warrant for his domicile. 
It was 


here, Mr. Paeetti said, that he found 
more than 400 aigrettes concealed 
n a strong box. The plumes were 
confiscated and aie in 'safe keeping m 
a vault in the government building 
at Miami, he said, and the violator 
of the federal game law was arrested. 


The 400 aigrettes represented not 


only the 400 birds that had 'been 
lain, the federal officer declared, but 
probably twice as many young egrets 
due to the fact that this is the breed- 
ng season. 


By further investigation, Paeetti 


explained, he learned that the alleged 
poacher had skillfully swapped whib- 
tey with the Indians over a period of 
:e"<?r°1 wee'-" iii accumulating this 
valuable plumage collection. 


After the Lasher ease has been 


disposed of, the plumes will be sent 
o Washington and from there dis- 
tributed among 
the national 
mu- 


seums throughout the United States. 


This ib only one indication that 


,he federal government is going to 


game protective laws in Florida this 
season, and fully protect the millions 
of beautiful feathered animals that 
innually make their winter habitat 
n the dark, warm recesses of Flor- 
da's forests, Inspector Paeetti as- 
serted.

monow night and the electric plant 
will be operating with capacity to 
crae for all electric needs, according 
to the plans of City Manager Ott, as 
;iven to the city commissioners at 
the regular meeting of that body held 
Monday night. 


Because of the fact that the recent 


high water caused the sand under the 
concrete flooring of the plant 
and 


around the foundation of the big fllc- 
Intosh-Seymour unit to slide out and 
crack the flooring around the founda- 
ion, the city manager has been com- 
pelled to keep the big unit idle. This 
has left only the two small units to 
supply current for the use of custom- 
ers and their capacity has been in- 
ufficient to carry enough load to car- 
ry the street lights also. Consequent- 
y there have been no street lights 
n the city since the big rain two 
veeks ago. 


All arrangements had, been made 


o pour the concrete foundation for 
he new unit purchased a few months 
go by the city commission, and it 
vas planned to start pouring the con- 
crete the night before 
the recent 


heavy rains started. The excavation 
lad been made and this immediately 
filled up with water and has been full 
f water continuously since. The city 
manager did not dare to pump out 
he water, fearing this action would 
ause irreparable damage to the foun- 
dations of the Other units. The wa- 
er in the excavation has been grad- 
ually settling and the sand packing

move the water.
